for she is depositing dozens of tiny 
white eggs in these same woolen blan­ 
kets and garments, so that the larvae 
which hatch from these eggs may be- 
gin feeding at once. 
All articles to be stored for the Sum­ 
mer must be clean. They may be wash­ 
ed, dry cleaned, or thoroughly brushed 
and aired. The latter method, howev­ 
er, cannot be absolutely depended upon 
to rid the garment completely of larvae 
or eggs. 
Here are three ways of storing cloth­ 
ing that is free from moths: 
(I) By 
wrapping in newspapers; use several 
wrappings, one over the other in such 
a way that the lapping will be in 
different, 
places. 
These 
packages 
should then be placed in a box or 
c loset also free from moths. 
(2) Dry 
cleaners will seal the clean garments 
in paper bags. Moths etui enter through 
very small openings so car*' should 
be taken to keep the seal unbroken.
